l/onding of the town for $200,000 for 
High School, grammar schools and a 
wharf, we should all, collectively and 
individually, put our shoulders to

It is absolutely necessary that 


all propositions should be classed as 
one, even though there will be separ­ 


ate tickets on the day of election. T h e 
fact that a majority of the benefit 
de­ 
rived from the 
proposed schools 
will 
be to East Berkeley and 
likewise the 
wharf to West Berkeley, should 
not 
cut an atorrr of difference. 
Both 
the 
wharf and the schools will 
enhance 
the vala<; of property in the whole of 
Berkeley. 
T h e statement that Berke­ 


ley is taxed higher in proportion as to 
relative values of land than any of the 
larger cities is a very poor 
argument. 


It is compulsory, 
no matter

good or how poor land is as to market 
value, that a 
required 
amount 
of 
money be raised to pay the 
municipal 
expenses ol a town. Now, acknowledg 


ing that Berkeley pays a higher 
rite 
than 
San Francisco in 
comparison. 


Why is it? 
Simply because the values 


of land in Berkeley are so much lower, 
and as the running 
expenses reach 
a 
certain amount it is necessary to tax 
more 
in 
proportion 
to the 
relative 
values. 


Should both propositions carry, and 
there is no reason why they should not, 
property will enhance at least 40 p e 
r 


cent in value and taxes will decrease in 
proportion. 
It is now the opportunity 
of Berkeley to put herself in the lead 
in both educational and manufacturing 
advantages. 


Both propositions are vitally wedded 
together. 
On one will depend the suc­ 
cess of the other. 
T h e wharf 
will 
bring manufactures, 
mechanics 
and 
their families to fill the schools. 


T h e schools will bring the transpor­ 
tation revenue to the 
wharf. 
There­ 
fore with such splendid 
propositions 
and the advantages that Berkeley will 
derive from both, the people ot the 
town should all rise as one, proclaim 
for both, anihilate any opposition 
to 
either, and carry the bonds by such a 
handsome 
majority that will gain us 
the respect and 
admiration 
for our 
progressiveness of the whole State of 
California.

tion it was tacitly agreed that 
mem­ 
bers of the Board might 
improve 
the 
opportunity and get away fium

humdrum 
of educational business for 
the next two weeks.

next meet­ 


ing will be held at 
the 
regularly ap­ 
pointed evening at the 
beginning of 
next month. 


Director Norton suggested that in­ 
stead of hiring a room at North Berke­ 


ley, that a room be finished 
oft in the 
basement of the 
Rose street 
school. 


The Board concurring in the sugges­ 
tion, directed the Committee on School 
Houses and Sites to advertise for bids, 
to be presented at the 
next 
meeting, 


for doing the proposed work. 


The 
Committee on School Houses 
and Sites 
reported 
that 
the 
lepairs 
called for at the last 
meeting of the 
Board had been completed at a cost 
of$3o. 
There would be a few small 
repairs more, which could be done at 
small cost and the committee was au­ 
thorized to have them 
done. 
It 
in­ 
cludes repairs to sidewalks etc. 


The Committee on Supplies reported 
that-they had purchased the 
Standard 
Dictionaries and such 
other 
articles 
which were authorized at the last meet­ 


ing. 
T h e action was approved. 
They 
were also authorized 
to purchase 
a 
flag for the Rose street 
school, as the 
one which had been in use for a long 
time was worn out. 


The Classification Commute report­ 
ed upo|n the tuition scholars. 
There 
were forty-eight cases in which 
the 
question arose, and after an examina 
tion had 
been made in each case it 


was decided that forty six scholars had 
a right to attend without paying a tui­ 
tion fee. 
T w o more reported upon as 
liable to the amount of tuition as the 


law required. 
T h e reasons for allow 


ing the excuses were of a kind as thick 
as the 
leaves of Vallambrosa, or of 
anything else that was plentiful. 
T h e 
report was adopted. 


When the report of the 
Committee 
on Rules was called for, Director En- 
gebretsen brought to the notrCe of the 
Board an old rule which states that 
any property holder, if not a resident 


of the town, was entitled to send one 
scholar to the public schools for every 
$500 worth of taxable property. 
After 
some discussion this rule was rescinded 
and 
another 
one adopted, 
which is 
given below. 


T h e new resolution, which will go 
into effect at the next term, reads as 
follows: 


Resolved, That non-resident pupils 
whose parents 
or legal guardians own 


real estate within the corporate 
limits 
of the town of Berkeley shall be allow­ 
ed, lor each $500 assessed value of 
such property, a rebate of ten per cent, 
from 
the regular tuition 
fee for the 
grade to which the pupil belongs. 


This was sighed by the Committee, 
Directors G. Swain, G. A. Norton and 


E. 
J. Wickson, and was adopted by 
the Board. 


A communication was received from 


Mrs. 
Neff, asking for a leave of ab 
sence from the department on account 


of sickness. 
She was acting 
under 
the advice of her physician, and stated 
her case to thje Board. 
Upon 
motion 
the teave oi absence was granted with 
the permission' that it should not exf 
tend 
bevond &he 1st of July, 1896.

for a 
night school was next brought before 
the Board. 
JJMtcr discussion it was 
found that the! employment 
of an ex­ 
tra teacher at North 
Berkeley would 
use up the balance of money now on 
hand. 
Actiol^ was deferred until the 
next term when the finances of the de­ 
partment woufB be better 
understood 
than it is n o w i 
It is impossible at the 
present time to tell exactly what the 
full resources «p/the Board are. 


The 
Committee on Supplies were 
authorized to purchase 
books for in 
digent scholar&in the Le Conte school. 
On motion adjourned.

The trail of wasted nickels 
that C. 


P. Huntington leaves 
behind 
him in 
Oakland 
and 
Alameda 
county 
will 
never serve as a guide to any one who 
might want to find the president of the 
Southern Pacific Company. 


Mr. Huntington has impressed upon 
Superintendent Wilder of the Western 
division the idea that where one 
train 
or one boat could do the 
work two 
were not necessary; and he also hinted 
to Superintendent 
Luther Fillmore of 
the Narrow Gauge that where a 
train 
conductor could do the work it was 
hardly 
n 
< ossary to 
p:iy 
a 
station 
agent. 
Both of the gentlemen 
have 
acted with alacrity upon the sugges­ 
tions, and the service on each line has 
been pared to the quick. 


The 
most 
important 
reduction 


which has been made is on 
the 
creek 
route service ot Mr. Wilder's western 
division. 
The steamer 
Newark 
was 
put on that route last week taking the 
place of the Alameda 
and the Garden 


City. 


Economy was given as the 
reason 


for this change, but the fact that 
Mr. 
Huntington's fleet of ferry 
steamboats 
that were "floating palaces" in 
Mr. 
Huntington's descriptions of his rood, 
and "floating wrecks" when the 
same 
boats came to be assessed by Assessor 
Dalton, is becoming 
somewhat 
de­ 
pleted, aided largely in causing 
the 
change to be made. 
T h e 
El Capitan 


which formerly alternated 
with 
the 
Alameda in performing this service on 
the creek route, is now in course of 
reconstruction, while the Alameda has 
reached such a point of decay that the 
government inspectors are about to re­ 
fuse her a service 
commission. 
So 
the Kentucky company found itself in 
need of ferryboats for California wa­ 
ters, and it became almost a necessity 
to reduce the creek route service. 


The double service on the Creek 
route 
was inaugurated two years ago, 
when the Davie ferry was in full opera­ 
tion. 
Up to that time five or six trips 
a day were sufficient to accommodate 
the traffic. 
In the effort to crush out 
the Davie Ferry, an hourly service was 
instituted, along with various cuts in 
the fares and freight. The Davie Ferry 
succumbed to the 
competition 
and 
hard luck and as soon as that opposi­ 
tion was removed the ticket rates went 
back to almost the first 
notch. 
But 
the service was not reduced until Piesi- 
dent Huntington came out to Califor­ 
nia this last time. 
H e soon found that 
his pet theory for operating 
his Ken 
tucky property was being viplated, but 
that is no longer so, for the extra boat 
has been laid off. 
T h e service has 


now retrograded to that which existed 
before the Davie Ferry was started. 


Superintendent 
Luther 
Fillmore of 
the Narrow-Gauge route 
has issued an 
order closing the stations at 
Russells 
and at Centerville, and the conductors 


of the trains on that route 
will now 
have to do the work of those 
agents, 
be it freight or passenger business. 


Russells is not a • very large station, 
but considerable 
freight 
is shipped 
from that point. 
Centerville is at the 
end of a horsecar line connecting with 
the main line at Newark. 
It is one of 
the largest stations on the road. 
T h e 


closing of the station 
will force 
those 
having freight to ship or receive to go 
Newark, two miles and a half distant. 


They may have to patronize the com­ 
pany's horse car line in order to do it. 
It will make passengers pay ten cents 
additional on the horse car line in or­ 
der to get their tickets at Newark, for 
up to the 
present 
time the rate has 
been the same for Centerville or New­ 
ark and the ticket 
w 
a 
s 
good on 
the 
street-car line.—Examiner.

In another column will be found the 
latest edict of Mr. C. P. Huntington, 
'that of taking off one boat on the Creek 
k>ute in Oakland and closing up two 
stations on the Narrow Guage in Ala­ 
meda. 
This is done under the plea of 
economy and is said to be just a be­ 
ginning. 
Berkeley has long suffered 
an injustice from the Southern Pacific 
Company from the fact that its citizens 
and visitors to the town from the in- 


' 
, terioT are compelled to pass through 
Berkeley to Sixteenth street station, 
Oakland, and then have to pay a ten 
cent fare to get back to Berkeley. 
This fact alone has caused Berkeley a 
loss of population, and is a great in­ 
convenience. 
Twice every year hun­ 
dreds o f students who live in the in­ 
terior of the State are compelled when 
leaving Berkeley for their homes, to go 
to Sixteenth street in order to get their 
train and they have to pay a ten cent 
fare to get there. Upon returning they 
have to do the same thing. 
Every 
train on the Southern Pacific Road ex­ 
cept the San Jose trains pass through 
West Berkeley, yet none of them are 
allowed to stop there. 
If a person at 
"Sa^frmento desires to purchase a ticket 
to'Berkeley he is sold a ticket to Six­ 
teenth street. 


Onthe railroad guides Berkeley is 
not mentioned. 
In fact, Berkeley is 
entirely tabood' by this great corpora­ 
tion so far as accommodations are 
concerned. 
Oakland and Alameda 
have half-hourly trains all day, while 
Berkeley has them only a portion of 
the day. 
Alameda has two lines of 
road, while Berkeley has but one. T h e 
Alameda cars are the finest on the 
road, while the Berkeley cars are the 


1 poorest 
In West Berkeley one car 
called the Elephant is run to and from 
Shell Mound, and it is not as good as 
the poorest emigrant car on the road. 
The depot in Alameda is a large and 
commodious one, while the one at 
Berkeley station is a disgrace to this 
beautiful town. 
Now, the discrimina­ 
tion that has so long been shown 
Berkeley is to be practiced on Oakland 
and Alameda, and of course that will 
mean that Berkeley will be still further 
discriminated against. 


There is one" grand way for our peo­ 
ple to prevent this discrimination and 
bring Mr. Huntington of Kentucky to 
a proper realization of Berkeley and its 
people, and that is to vote for the 
bonds for a wharf. 
If the town builds 
a good wharf as proposed there will be 
a line of passenger steamers running 
between West Berkeley and San Fran­ 
cisco that will travel much faster than 
the trairu and boat connection now 
having to be made. 
Local freight will 
also be much cheaper. 
This will com 
pel the Southern Pacific to give the 
people better railroad service, and as 
the Vallejo and Stockton boats 
will 
also touch here the Railroad 
Com­ 
pany will be compelled to stop its 
trains here. 
T h e people of Berkeley 
have this matter in their own hands. 
They can either submit to the tryany 
now being heaped upon them by the 
Southern 
Pacific road or they can 
shake off the shackles that now bind

How Anti Kill a Snake. 


That ants can aotually kill snakes is 
a hard thing to believe.

effect on tho system. 
There are quinine fiends who take as 
much as 150 grains a day. Not long 
since a St. Louis physician 
prescribed
